3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications etc:—The method of recruitment, age linut, qualifica¬ 
tions and oilier matters relatmg to tire above said posts shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid 

4. Disqualification:—No person,— 

(a) xx ho has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse livmg, or 

(b) xvlio having a spouse living has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person. 
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shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that tlic Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax :—Where the Central Government is ot the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may by order for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class or 
category of persons. 

6 . Saving:—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-Serviceman and other special categories of persons in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R 425.—In exercise of the powers conferred by th: proviso to article 309 of tlic Constitution and in supersession 
of the Ministry of External Affairs, Central Passport C rganisatian (Group D’ Posts) Recniitment Rules, 1994 in so far as 
they relate to the post of Record Sorter, Daftry, Pern' dessenge r . Watchman and Safaiwala (Sweeper) except as respects 
things done or omitted to be done before such superse> sioty the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
methods of recruitment to the Group "D - posts in the Central Rissport Organisation of the Ministry of External Affairs, 
namely — 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Ministry of External Affairs, Central 
Passport Organisation (Group D’ Posts) Recruitment Aules, 2(H) I. 

(2) They shal: come into force on the da..- of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of pos, u classification and sere of pay :—The number of the said posts, their classification and the 
scale of pay attached therefor shall be as specified \> ■ olumns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of Recruitment, age limit, ar d other qualification etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters relating to the abov „* said posts shall be as 1 pccificd in columns 5 to 14 of the Schedule 
aforesaid 

4. interchangeability of posts.—The posts ivin: identical scales of pay, qualifications and similar duties may 
be declared interchangeable by the competent autf irity. Explanation - For the purpose of this rule "competent 
authority' means an authority which is competent > crealc such posts. 

5. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage ith a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personnal law 
applicable to such person and other party to the marriage and that there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of these rules. 

fi. Promotions.— (1) Promotions within Group D’ posts shall be made on the recommendations of the Group D ‘ 
Departmental Promotion Committee referred to in column 14 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

(2) Subject to the provision of sub-role (1), promotions within Group D’ shall be made on office-wise basis, that 
is to say from amongst Group "D’ officials in the Passport Office in which the vacancy arises. 

7. Fixation of Seniority.— (a) Those Group D’ employees who are transferred from one Passport Office to 
another Passport Office in the public interest, shall retain their seniority in the Passport Office from which they are 
transferred. The minimum period of such transfer shall be three years, if not specified otherwise. If dining this period a 
vacancy within Group ‘D’ posts occurs in the original or parent office such Group "D’ employees shall be considered for 
promotion according to his/her seniority'. Those Group ‘D’ employees who seek transfer at their own request, wouldrank 
junior to all the existing Group l D’ employees of their category' in the office to which they request for transfer. 

(b) The seniority of Group ‘D’ employees who are officiating as such in respective Passport Offices shall be fixed 
in accordance with the above principles. 

8. Liability for service and other conditions.— (a) A Group D ’ employee shall ordinarily be required to work in 
(he office in which he has been appointed initially. However, keeping the public interest in view and the exigencies of 
public service, hc/slie will be liable to be transferred to any Passport Office in India. 

(b) Othcrtenns and conditions such as those relating to leave, travelling allowances, discipline, pension etc., will 
be governed by the existing or such rules as maybe framed hereafter by the Central Government. 

(c) Without prejudice to the generality' of the provision of sub-rale (a) above, it is specially provided herein that 
all Group ‘D’ officials of the Central Passport Organisation will be subject to all provisions of the Central Civil Services 
(Conduct) Rules, 1964 as amended from time to time. 
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(d) The conditions of service of the Group ‘D’ employees referred to in the Schedule annexed hereto in respect 
of matters for which no provision exists in these rules or for w l-.ch no specific rules have been made separately, shall be 
the same as are applicable from time to time to officers of the Central Civil Services. 

9. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, 
it may. by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of tire provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category or persons. 

10. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation, relaxation of age limit and other concessions 
required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard. 

11. Interpretation.— If any question arises as to the interpretation of these rules, it shall be decided by the 
Central Government.

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the All India Institute of Hygiene and Public 
He i ' (Assistant) Recruitment Rules 2001. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay.—The number of said post, its classification and the scale of 
pay , i 'ched thereto shall be specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters relating to the said pO;t shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person 
sh. eligible f. r appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
ap]. . ' 1c to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person fi om the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Caste, the Scheduled Tribes, the other Backward Classes. Ex.-servicemen and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this 
regard.

G. S. R. 433. —In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Technical Assistant (Reprographic) 
in Indira Gandhi National Forest Academy, Dchradun, namely — 

1. Short title and commencement:—(1) These rules may be called the Indira Gandhi National Forest Academy, 
Dehradun Technical Assistant (Reprographic) Recruitment Rules, 2001. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay:—The number of the said posts, their classification and the 
scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualification The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) Who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if sartisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and other part)' to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, 
it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class or 
category of persons. 

10, Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions 
required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, other Backward Classes, Ex-Servicemen and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this 
regard.
